1. A Selecti on Committee com posed of 


Richard Kerr, CIA; 


NSA, Chairman; 


DIA; and Natale Bellocchi, INR, met on 29 

October 1982 to review this year's applications for the subject program. The 
Committee chose 11 candidates from among 26 applicants representing a good 
cross section of the Intelligence Community production offices. Upon higher- 
level review, however, two of the candidates were withdrawn from the program, 
thereby freeing up the funds previously allocated for their projects. 



2. As a result, the Selection Committee Chairman urged the Committee 
members to reconsider those candidates who were not selected the first time 
for possible inclusion in the program.
